Meters From Ozark 


The Elba City Council met 
Tuesday night, getting them- 
selves back on schedule during 
July. Holidays and vacations 
caused problems with getting 
a quorum for a meeting at the 
remular times during July. 

er approving the minutes 
of a regular anda special meet- 
ing, Mayor Sawyer asked if 
there were any complaints to 
report. The city streets prom- 
ptly became the topic of dis- 
cussion as every councilman 
reported complaints from local 
citizens. City Clerk Jack Pres- 
cott explained that as the st- 
reets dried out, the street dep- 
artment would promptly start 
fixing the torn up, waghed out 
streets. 

The parking, meters again 
became the topic ofdiscussion, 
being carried over from the last 
regular meeting in early July. 
The first motion concerning 
the parking meters was a 
motion to buy the used meters 
from Ozark. This matter had 
been voted down at the last 
meeting by a unanimous vote. 
This time the motion by 
Councilman John W. Sharpless, 
seconded by Charles Ellis pas- 
sed with these two being join- 
ed by Councilman Virgil Cole- 
man. Councilmen, Ronnie Vau- 
ghn and Ben Carpenter, voted 
against the purchase. 

During the discussion onthe 
meters, Carpenter said, “This 
has been beat around for 
months, I say put them every- 
where or take them out and 
use a two hour parking.” He 
was told by Police Chief Joh- 
nston that this would mean 
hiring an extra man. 

Sharpless said he had

The council named real est- 
ate agent Joe Clark to be

an appointive office and is pre- 
sently vacant in Coffee County. 

A motion was made and pas- 
sed unanimously to authorize 
the mayor to proceed with the 
extension of the North/South 
runway of the localairport with 
all possible help from the 
Army, County and the Alabama 
Highway Department , if it 
proves engineeringly feesible. 

This action came after the 
council heard a report from 
airport engineer Henry Padgett 
saying that the federal govern- 
ment has: not funded any FAA 
airport projects this year. 

Bill Head, Captain of the 
Elba Rescue Squad gave the 
council 4 report on the acti- 
vities of the squad. He told 
them of the 197 runs made 


since January and that only 15% 
of these people paid for the 
service.

fl. The Russians have used 
force of arms, including tanks 
and armor in Hungary and Cze- 
choslovakia, to put down pop- 
ular revolts and have treated 
the Eastern European nations 
as conquered territory. 

On July 30, President Ford 
joined the heads of 34 other 
nations in Helsinki, Finland, 
to sign a European Security 
Agreement which was drawnup 
after two-and-a-half years of 
negotiations with the Russians.

Coffee County peanut pro- 
ducers are in a whirlwind of 
activity trying to keep leaf- 
spot under control. The heavy 
rainfall that we have had and 
humidity and night time temp- 
eratures have been perfect for 
leafspot disease development. 
Coffee County farmers and ot- 
hers in the area are taking 
unusual precautions to help 
keep this disease under con- 
trol. We are still 40 days 
and more ‘away from harvest, 
and it is very important to 
keep it all together 

After the recent heavy rains 
we recommended an immedi- 
ate application of fungicides by 
air if necessary, and then a 
follow-up application seven 
days later 

At this point our folks are 
very optimistic--more so than 
ever before--about the peanut 
crop. Harold Horne, district 
sales manager of Goldkist in 
Enterprise, summarized the 
Situation: “From what I have 
seen and in talking with people, 
up until the heavy rains every- 
thing looked real good. White 
mold is not too bad considering 
how much rain we have had. 
We have a little bit of a worm 
problem, but it doesn’t seem to 
be too bad. People are catching 
them soon and treating. They 
think we have a real good crop. 
Leafspot contro] is the major 
factor now. Farmers need to 
check fields real closely to 
see if they have worms and 
get out there as soon as they 
can to get leafspot control on. 


We have not got them harvest 
ed yet, but people are real 
optimistic.” 

James Martin, who works 
in Coffee, Geneva, and Pike 
Counties for the Wiregrass 
Production Credit Association, 
Said, “I think things look mig- 
hty good. A farmer from Pike 
County said one or two of his 
pigs got out and rooted up sev- 
eral bunches of his peanuts, 
and they looked pretty good. 
We have had several farmers 
Say they have never known of 
it raining too much on peanuts 
except at harvest time. I think 
the prospects look extra good.” 
Martin continued, “Really, I 
think we have enough moisture 
to pretty well finish the peanut 
crop. This is the only time I 
can remember when we haven't 
suffered for any rain. There 
might be some areas that have, 
but I haven’t seen a wilted pea- 
nut vine this year. I think we 
are in good shape with the corn, 
too. We should make an extra 
good corn crop this year. Gen- 
eva County is ahead of us on 
the corn, but about the sameon 
peanuts.” 

Martin also pointed out that 
farmers in this three-county 
are Gaving to spend more 
money in producing their crops 
than ever before. He saidtheir 
loans are running above last 
year. Much of this is due to 
the fact that farmers are bor- 
rowing *o pay for their ferti- 
lizer thar having the fertilizer 
companies ¢arry them. Loans 
to individuai farmers are run- 


out too quickly or the roots 
are pushing out of thedrainage 
holes, the plant could possibly 
need a larger pot. 

Remove a plant from it’s 
pot by tapping the rim on the 
edge of a table. Take out the 
whole plant and carefully break 
away most of the soil from 
the roots. Gently rinse the re- 
maining soil from them. And 
wasn the foliage of your plant, 
too, since you already have it 
in the sink. This is also a good 
time to divide plants such as 
ferns. 

Be sure the new pot is clean 
and the right size. Don’t repot 
a plant into a new container

more than one to two inches 
in diameter larger than it’s 
original pot. Too much root 
room tends to keep the roots 
wet. 

Put a piece of crockery or 
screening over the drainage 
hole, add a shallow layer of 
pebbles, fill partialy with soil, 
put the plant in and fill the 
rest with soil, pressing it down 
around the stems. Water soil 
and if it sinks, add more soil, 
then water again. 

Sometimes you may want a 
plant to stop growing. So don’t 
repot it. Instead, remove some 
of the soil at the top of the 
pot and replace it with new 
soil. 

RECIPE 

So many homemakers who 
saw .the cake recipe in my 
column last week have told me 
how much they enjoyed the 
cake. I‘d like to share another 
excellent recipe with you this 
week. This recipe comes from 
my friend Judy Holmes. Judy 
tops the dessert with a scoop 
of ice cream.

1 can apple pie filling

Changes in the special 
Livestock Emergency Credit 
Program are now in effect in 
Alabama, according to Bill 
Ray, County Supervisor of the 
Farmers Home Adminis- 
tration , announced today. 

The program , originated 
under the Emergency Live - 
stock Credit Act of 1974, will 
continue to be administered 
through county offices of 
FMHA, the U.S. Department 
of Agriculture rural credit ag- 
ency. 

Under the program, FMHA 
guarantees loans made by 
banks and other commercial 
lenders to help farmers and 
ranchers continue in various 
lines of livestock production 
through a period of adverse 
economic conditions. 

The bill (Public Law 94-35) 
Signed June 16 by President 
Ford, amended terms of the 
program established last year 
and extended it’s duration th- 
rough Dec. 31, 1976. 

Major changes in the pro- 
gram are: 

Farmers and ranchers as- 
sisted by loan guarantees must 
be. primarily engaged in agri- 
cultural production, and live- 
Stock operations must account 
for a substantial portion (at 
least 25 percent) oftheir gross 
income, working time or in- 
vestment. Previously FMHA 
required that more than 50 per- 
cent of gross income or time 
be devoted to livestock oper- 
ations, 

The limit on any one 
borrower's guaranteed credit 
it raised to a $350,000 line of 
credit from the previous loan 
limit of $250,000. 

The maximum guarantee to 
a lender is raised to 90 per- 
cent of principal and interest 
from a previous guarantee li- 
mit of 80 percent of loss. 

Maximum term of a loan 
was raised to seven years, 
with a three-year renewal per- 
mitted . Under the previous 
terms, loans could be made for 
three years, with a two-year 
renewal permitted. 

Under certain conditions, 
Satisfactory evidence of abor- 
rower's repayment at lity can 
be accepted by lenders in lieu 
of collateral for a gua1anteed 
loan. 

The national ceiling on total 
guaranteed loans outstanding at 
any one time is reduced from 
$2 billion to $1.5 billion. (loans 
guaranteed by FMHA through 
Mid-June totaled about $325 
million.) 

The amended Livestock 
Emergency Credit Act cont- 
inues the previous guarantee 
authority for loans to farmers 
and ranchers in connection with 
the breeding, raising, fattening 
or marketing of beef or dairy 
cattle, swine, sheep, goats, 
chickens and turkeys. Interest 
rates are negotiated between 
borrowers and Tenders. 

Farmers and ranchers who 
may benefit from loan guar- 
apiece should apply to banks 

other lending ‘institutions, 
When details of a loan are 
negotiated , the lender may 
apply to FMHA fora loanguar- 
antee. 

Benefits of FMHA pro- 
grams are available without 
regard to race, creed, color, 
sex or national origin.

SCENE OF ANOTHER WRECK-ONE DEATH 


The intersection of high 
ways 167 and 125 (Metcalf 
Road and Elba- Brundidge Hi- 
ghways) was again the scene 
of a disasterous two car col- 
lision Monday shortly after 
mid-day 

Dead was E.C. Russell, age 
79, of Samson, who officers 
say was driving South from 
Brundidge when he collided 
with a car traveling north 
on 167, driven by James B 
Batchelor, age 52, of Enter 
prise All five other occupants 
of the two cars were hospit 
alized in serious and critical 
condition. The exception w: s 
six year old Todd Martin who 
managed to qualify for a “fair’ 
condition report. 

The other injured p?rties 
were identified as sara 
Batchelor, age 34, who was 
later transferred to University 
Medical Center in Birmingham 
by a MAST helicopter; Aurita 
Batchelor, age 5], who was 
listed in critical condition in 
an Enterprise hospital; and 
Ezekiel Ballard, age 86 listed 
in serious condition 

Two units of the Elba Res- 
cue Squad rushed the victims 
to an Enterprise Hospital. State 
Trooper Walter Burgess con- 
ducted the investigation. He 
was assisted by Trooper 
Ronnie Whitworth, Coffee 
County Sheriff's Department 
and the Elba and New Brockton 
The Ent- 
erprise Rescue Squad also 
assisted at the scene and 
removed Russell’s body from 
the scene. ’ 


Russell was pinned in his 
car and died from multiple 
wounds while rescuers att- 
empted to free him from the 
wreckage. Finally a cutting 
torch was used to cut the car 
open and remove Russell’s 
body. The Elba Fire Dep- 
artment had a unit standing 
by in case leaking gas 
caught fire during the rescue 
efforts 


Trooper Burgess _ stated 
that he saw no skid marks 
and apparently Batchelor didn’t 
see the Russell car pulling 
out in. front of him until he 
collided. Batchelor’s car ended 
up several yards up the high- 
way and the Russell car 
landed in the ditch across 
the highway 

Burgess was handicapped 
in identifying any of the vic- 
tims due to the seriousness 
of the injuries and the scat- 
tered personal belongings.
